ENORMOUS RATTLER KILLED. 


Reptile Had. Thirty-six Rattles, and 
Measured Nearly 14 Feet. 
Vaidosta, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—Tihe 
largest rattlesnake ever heard of in 
this country was recently kideqd by John 
Davis ,a turpentine woodsman near Guif 
Hammock, in Levy county, Fla. The 
monster measured !3 feet 7% inches and 

had thirty-six rattles and a button. 

W. 8. Knight, of Citronelle, Pla., sent 
the snake's rattles to The Valdosta 
Times, where they afe on exhihition. Mr. 
Kriight states that the measurement 
of the monster as given abive was taken 
by a dozen of the most reliable men of 
that section, who vouch for the truth 
of the figures. The thirty-eight ratties 
are here to show for themselves, and 
Mr. Knight has promised to send the 
snake's skin to The Times. 

No rattlesnake approaching in size this 
enormously large reptile was ever seen 
in this section, and it is believed to have 
been probably the largest of the species 
that ever cra@wied through the woods 
and swamps.

Mis Weldon Dealey Varo 


Escapes Clutches of Black 


Was in Her Room When Price Rush- 
ed in—Alarm Was Given and 
the Man Was Captured 
After Being Fired Upon 
by the Citizens. 


Athens, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—Oco- 
nee county had another sensation this 
afternoon about 4 o'clock that set tne 
people ‘of Watkinsville wild with exeite- 
ment and came very near resulting in 
the lynching of Sandy Price, a negro man 
living in that place. 

Mrs. Weldo Dooley, the wife of a well 
known young farmer living in the sub- 
urbs of Watkinsville, barely éscaped 
from the clutches of the negro in time 
to give the alarm to her neighbors and 
cause hig arrest. 

Mrs. Dooley had gone into her room 
and was lying on the bed witu her baby. 
Buddenly the back door of the house was 
thrown open and the negro rushed in 
and made a rush for her. She grabbed 
her baby and ran through the front door 
in time to get out of his reach. As 
she did so she screamed at the top of 
her voice, and the negro went out tae 
back door and made off into the woods. 

Mrs. Dooley sent word to Watkinsville 
that this negro had entered her house, 
and in less than fifteen minutes fully 
forty. armed men were on the scene in 
buggies and afoot. 

The negro was tracked for a ie a 
half mile to the house of a negro woman 
and the house was surrounued. He was 
told to come out and did so after a lit- 
tle hesitation. 

As he came out some members.of ine 
crowd fired at him two or three times, 
but all shote missed the mark. He was 
then captured and brought te the jail in 
Watkinsville. He denied going into Mrs. 
Dooley's house, but her identification of 
him was complete, and there was further 
identification that his shoes were fittted 
into the tracks in the back yard. 

No further trouble is anticipated, as 
court is near at hand. 


Negro Commits Suicide. 

Macon, Ge, June 27.—(Special.)—Tired 
of dodging from tthe officers of the law, 
and thinking a friend had deserted him 
by turning him over the county commis- 
sioners of Bibb, John Key, a negro, sup- 
posed’ tO have escaped from a Florida 
convict camp, procured a shotgun this 
morning and, after loading it with heavy 
shot, fired the contents into his body 


and died instantly. 


Key had earned a livelihood during the 


past few days by repairing shoes, and 


lived on the Columbus road, in seclusion, 
He had been disabled, it 
is thought, by harsh treatment and se- 
vere work and his friend, thinking he 
was doing him a favor, went to the 
county commigsioners to secure Key a 
heme at the expense of the county.

the result, Key stating that hig friend

he died a few minutes after being picked 
up. He had been ill for some time, and 
it is thought became despondent. The 
coroner gave a certificate of death from 
suicide, 

Captain Graham was a native of North 
Carolina, and a son of William A. Gra- 
ham, at one time governor of that state, 
and secretary of the navy in’the cabinet 
of President Pierce. The deceased was 
for three years secretary of the civil 
service commission during the first ad- 
ministration of President Cleveland. 
mM expected that the remains will be taken 
to North Carolina for interment.

Way system in this country and that 
Theodore Shonts will remain as président 
of the canal commission. Mr. Wallace 
is still in this city, but declines to dis- 
cuss canal affairs in any way. Since 
his return last week he has kept from 
public view, his address being known to 
only a few friends and the department 
officials. As to the cause for Engineer 
Wallace's resignation, there are two ver- 
sions, one coming from friends of some 
of the canal commissioners and other 
from friends of Mr. Wallace. The first 
is to the effect that it was requested, 
because of difference between the chief 
engineer, members of the committee, Seo- 
retary Taft and through the latter with 
President Rooseveit. 

That serious differences in the conduct 
of the work of fhe isthmus had arisen 
between the chief engineer, the adminis- 


tration and some members of the canal 
board was known, almost the first week 
the commission reached Panama. 

The difficulty of securing supplies, the 
method of proc@dure and other matters 
were strange and became irksome. 

Being chief engineer of the great un- 
dertaking and understanding that he 
would be held responsible for failure, he 
insisted that he should ‘be put in. a po- 
sition to have absolute control and ob- 
jected to orders prohibiting his leaving 
the isthmus unless he obtained permis- 
sion from the war department. 

These matters are said to have been 
discussed at the Sunday conference with 
Secretary Taft, which followed Mr. Wal- 
lace’s arrival here, and at which Wil- 
liam Nelson Cromwell was present. Be- 
ing a man of independent means, the 
$30,000 annual salary was no object to 
the chief engineer, and no means having 
been found to meet his views as to the 
manner in which the canal work should 
be conducted, his .resignation was pre- 
sented. . 

President Shonts is also in the city. 
He refused, however, to confirm for pub- 
lication that Engineer Wallace had re- 
signed. 
intention of Iéaving the commission. 

‘“*‘Whatever the trouble may be between 
Mr. Wallace and the president and the 
secretary of war,’’ he continued, ‘‘will 
not affect me. I do not intend to re- 
signs, but further than that I cannot 
say. I am not at liberty to talk of the 
affairs of the commission, and any an- 
nmouncement to be made must come from 
the president.”’

Chicago, June 27:—Graeme Stewart, 52 
years old, a leader in Chicago's commer- 
cial, political and social life, two yegrs 
ago a candidate for mayor on the re- 
publican ticket and a member of the leg- 
islative committee of the republican na- 
tional committee from 1900 to 1904, died 
at his residence here early today after 
a month’s illness. Clotting of blood upon 
the brain with a series of apoplectic 
strokes was the cause of his death. 

On the evening of May 24, Mr. Stew- 
art was seated at a table in the ban- 
quet table of the Auditorium hotel, one 

of the guests at an elaborate dinner 
given by the Bankers’ Club. He had 
just completed the task of collecting 
the $218,000 guaranty promised by the 
merchants and commercial clubs to thé 
United States government in order to 
bring the lake naval station to Lake 
Bluff, IHs., and was receiving the con- 
gratulations of his friends. Just as Paul 
Morton, secretary of the navy was prais- 
ing the Panama canal policy of President 
Roosevelt, Mr. Btewart gasped and sank 
inertly into his chair. The physicians 
announced that he suffered from an at- 
tack of acute indigestion, combined witn 
a slight congestion of the brain, and 
within a few days he seemed to be well 
on the road toward complete recovery. 
But his strength was slow in returning, 
for the illness had really been a slight 
stroke of apoplexy. Another attack 
brought on a reiapse. A third followed 
a few days ago, and since then Mr. 
TStewart’s life has been slowly ebbing

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Taft’s Views on Lynchings. 

Editor Constitution: At the time of 
the Statesboro lynching I wrote a letter 
to your paper urging that the law shou'd 
be made “better ahd stronger.” ‘Amend 
the law.” “Give it more promptness, more 
wisdom and more justice.” 

I see by this morning’s Constitution 
that Secretary Taft, so prominent as a 
candidate for president, comes out in 
favor of these views. They are views 
which I have for the last eleven years 
repeatedly urged befor th State Bar As- 
sociation and in the public press. The 
Constitution is one of the few papers fn 
the state that has often spoken out 
strongly on this subject. 

Tt is literally true that the law con- 
tains a chest of tools (in the form of de- 
lays, unreasonable rules and technical!- 
ties) abundantly eupplied for defeating 
itself. All that is neeuea is lawyers whe 
have dexterity in the use of these tools, 
and money with which to hire them. The 
law readily punishes a little ash cat of 4 
negro who “steals 30 cents” or an aople 
from @ fruit stand, but the great criminal 
who commits a murder or rape, 
if he has money cannot pbe tinal- 
ly punished under from three to 
five years, and is in fact hardly ever 
finally punished at all! The law is in- 
capable of protecting—adeqately protect- 
ing—the innocent and the good from the 
vicious and cruel. 

It is as I have so often said, and row 
repeated by pecretary Taft, just because 
the law will not do prompt justice, that 
the public fs driven to the necessity very 
often of taking punishment into its own 
hands. I repeat with all possible empha- 
sie it is not because the people are bad 
that lynching occurs, but because crim!- 
als are bad and because the laws are 
bad. That Is to say, the remedies offered 
by law are bad. 

“Let the law be amended.’ Precise’s 
what amendments should be adopted is a 
matter for legislative wisdom. In the 
many letters and reports I have written 
on this subject practical suggestions 
have been made. I am not hidebound, 
vain or opinionated as to any of them. It 
is a matter for collective wisdom to sc- 
lect the proper remedies—collective wis- 
dom of those who believe that a criminal 
who does not give his innocent victim 
five minutes or five seconds is not en- 
titled to months and years of delay, and 
then usually be turned loose at ‘ast. 
Amendments in criminal procedure ought 
to be adopted so that every criminal 
“may know the law is both able and 
willing to do complete justice in every 
case.” 

It is bad laws that lead to lynching, 
and will surely lead to anarchy. This is 
an issue which involves the peace of 
every home and hearthstone, and the 
safety of every interest, public, private 
and peradnal, and in its Importance chal- 
lenges the conscience of every patriot. 
Let us see what will be done during the 
session of the legislature, which com- 
mences tomorrow.
